THE UNPARDONABLE SIN

(Sermon Preached in the After- 
noon, February 23, in the Bing- 
hamton Theatre, Binghamton, New 
York.. Stenographically Reported) 


Now if you have your Bible, turn 
with me to the 12th chapter of 
Matthew, and let us read in the 
Word of God about the unpardon- 
able sin. Begin with verse 22. 
There is a sin, Jesus said, which 
has no forgiveness in this world 
nor in the world to come. 

22. “Then was brought unto him 
one possessed with a devil, blind, 
and dumb: and he healed him, 
insomuch that the blind and dumb 


both spake and saw.” 
(That was a wonderful miracle 
of healing, wasn’t it?) 

23. “And all the people were 
amazed, and said, Is not this the 
son of David? 

"But when the Pharisees heard it, 
they said, This fellow doth not 
cast out devils, but by Beelzebub 
the prince of the devils. 

25. "And Jesus knew their 


thoughts —" 

(He wasn’t going by just what 
they said alone. He knew their 
hearts). 


"And Jesus knew their thoughts, 
and said unto them, Every kingdom 
divided against itself is brought 
to desolation; and every city or 
house divided against itself shall 
not stand: 

26. “And if Satan cast out Sa- 
tan, he is divided against himself; 
how shall then his kingdom stand? 

27. “And if | by Beelzebub cast 
out devils, by whom do your chil- 


dren cast them out? therefore they 


shall be your judges. 


“A 


28. "But if | cast out devils by 
the Spirit of God, then the king- 
dom of God is come unto you. 

29. “Or else how can one enter 
into a strong man's house, and 
bp ay his goods, except he first bind 
the strong man? And then he will 
spoil his house. 

30. “He that is not with me is 
against me: and he that gathereth 
not with me scattereth abroad. 

31. ‘Wherefore | say unto you, 
All manner of sin and blasphemy 
shall be forgiven unto men: but the 
blasphemy against the Holy Ghost 
shall not be forgiven unto men. 

32. "And whosoever speaketh a 
word against the Son of man, it 
shall be forgiven him: but whoso- 
ever speaketh against the Holy 
Ghost, it shall not be forgiven him, 
neither in this world, neither in the 


world to come." 

Notice the Saviour’s word again, 
“But whosoever speaketh against 
the Holy Ghost, it shall not be for- 
given him, neither in this world, 
neither in the world to come.” 

Now in Hebrews the 6th chapter, 
verses 4 to 6, 


4. "For it is impossible for those 
who were once enlightened, and 
have tasted of the heavenly gift," 
(They didn’t eat, they just tasted) 


"and were made partakers of the 
Holy Ghost" 
(the Holy Ghost going along with 
them would be a proper translation) 
5 “And have tasted the good 
word of God" ; 
(again they didn’t eat, they just 
tasted)

‘and the powers of the world to 
come 


6. ‘If they shall fall away, to re- 


new them again unto pepeatnner 
seeing they crucify to themselves 
the Son of God afresh, and put 


him to an open shame.” 

Now there are those who be- 
lieve the passage I have just read 
is for saved people. But it is not, 
as I will clearly show you and none 
can doubt about it. In the same 
chapter, verse 9 says —I have just 
read verse 6-— now verse 9 says: 

“But beloved, we are persuaded 
better things of you, and things 
that accompany salvation, though 
we thus speak.” 


What he has been saying in He- 
brews 6:4-6 does not accompany 
salvation, but better things are for 
you who have been saved. No, 
this is not the state of a child of 
God who falls away, this is the 
case of those who have been great- 
ly enlightened, tasted the heavenly 
gift, tasted the good word of God 
and the powers of the world to 
come. If they fall away from that, 
it is impossible to renew them 
again to repentance. This is not 
to a child of God, but to one who 
has never been a child of God; one 
however, who has been greatly en- 
lightened — it is imposible to bring 
such a one back to the place of re- 
pentance, back to the point of 
turning. They cannot be brought 
back to that point again. 


Notice very carefully, the Bible 
says there is only one unpardonable 
sin. Therefore, this in Hebrews 6: 
4-6 is that unpardonable sin of a 
lost man. The Saviour said every 
kind of sin shall be forgiven but 
the sin against the Holy Ghost 
shall not be forgiven. You can say 
what you want to about Jesus and 
yet have a chance for forgiveness. 
You can reject Christ and the 
preaching of the gospel. You may 
scorn the pleas of a weeping moth- 
er, loved ones and friends, and 
later be saved, You may spit on

the Bible, curse the name of God 
and you could be saved, pro- 
vided you have not yet committed 
this one unpardoyable sin against 
the Holy Spirit of God, and would 
repent. There is only one such un- 
pardonable sin. 


The Unpardonable Sin is Not Mur- 


der or Adultery 


Just what is the unpardonable 
sin? It is not murder. If you have 
your hands stained with human 
blood, you can be washed in the 
Blood of Christ and be free. I am 
sorry anybody ever murdered, but 
the Bible tells of case after case 
where people who have been guilty 
of murder, and got forgiveness. I 
will cite the case of David who was 
a murderer. Peter cut off a man’s 
ear and intended to kill him. Mos- 
es was a murderer and like to have 
gotten caught at it. I am sorry 
that they sinned. But one of these 
days I will meet them in Heaven 
because they were saved. Murder 
is not the unpardonable sin. 


Adultery is not the unpardonable 
sin. You remember the case where 
the woman was taken in the very 
act of adultery, She was brought 
to Jesus, as the 9th chapter of John 
tells. Jesus said to her, “Woman, 
‘where are thine accusers? Hath 
no man condemned thee?” She an- 
swered back, “No man, Lord.” And 
when she called Him ‘Lord’, the 
Saviour said, “Neither do I con- 
demn thee, go and sin no more.” 
And she went away forgiven and 
saved, though she was a terrible 
sinner. The sin of adultery is not 
the unpardonable sin. Though it 
is a terrible sin with a terrible 
price to pay, it is not the unpardon.- 
able sin. 


Unpardonable Sin Not Taking

‘| The devil says to a man, “You will 
-| prosper by stealing.” 


He says, 
“You will have pleasure by getting 
drunk.” He says, “If you do this, 
or do that or the other, I will pay 
you so and so.” But the devil says 
of this man who curses, “I will get 
him to sin without even promising 
him a thing.’ So he gets him to 
curse and take God’s name in vain. 
A man told me once that about 
all the wrong he has ever done was 
just to curse a little bit. I told 
him, “You might as well say, ‘All 
I've ever done is just to kill a few 
men now and then.’” The fact is, 
God judges men’s hearts. God 
knows the depth of the cancer of 
sin, and He puts that command 
about taking His name in vain 
before the command about murder. 
It is more important in God’s sight. 
It more nearly reveals the state 
of the human heart, and the ter- 
rible, terrible sin that is in the 
heart. Jesus said, “Out of the 
abundance of the heart, the mouth 
speaketh,” and a _ blasphemous 
mouth shows a rotten heart. God 
will not hold him guiltless that 
taketh His name in vain. Whether 
you are a woman who uses “Christ” 
“God,” “Lord,” “Jesus,” or +). 
mighty,” as a by-word or exclama- 
tion, or a man who gets angry and 
curses with vile blasphemy, or a 
preacher that repeats a joke he 
has heard using the name of God 
in it without meaning it reverently 
—it is the same sin—a terrible 
sin, and God will not hold him 
guiltless that taketh His name in 
vain, But that is not the unpar- 
donable sin. 


Unpardonable Sin Not Ascribing 


Works of Holy Spirit to Satan 

Well, what is the unpardonable 
sin ? 

But first let me tell you some 
other things that are not the un- 
pardonable sin. Some one says, 
“Don’t you believe that when you 
ascribe the works of the Holy Spir- 
it to the devil that that is the un- 
pardonable sin?’’ Many good men, 
and good preachers, too, make that 
mistake. Dr. Scofield in his notes 
in the Scofield Bible makes that 
mistake. But that is not the un- 


pardonable sin. I went to hold a/donable sin. Hezekiah said in his

revival campaign in Waxahachie, 
Texas. I went independent of any 
church, and rented a big mule barn. 
We had a wonderful revival, with 

te marvelously saved. Some 
preacher who had been going in 
with the modernistic crowd a good 
deal, didn’t like me. He didn’t be- 
lieve all those folks were saved in 
that revival. He said it was just 
passing emotion and he didn’t be- 
lieve there was anything to it. 
Somebody said, “Don’t you think 
he committed the unpardonable 
ain?” No, I do not, The sin against 
the Holy Ghost, or the unpardon- 
able sin, is not just ascribing the 
works of the Holy Ghost to the 
devil. It is deeper than that. Didn’t 
these Pharisees say that Jesus cast 
out devils by the prince of devils. 
That is what they said, all right. 
But that is not the unpardonable 
sin. A man’s words come out of 
his thoughts. “And Jesus knew 
their thoughts and said unto them, 
Every kingdom divided against it- 
self is brought to desolation: and 
every city or house divided against 
itself shall not stand: And if Sa- 
tan cast out Satan, he is divided 
against himself; how shall then his 
kingdom stand?” The thing they 
said was, “This man is casting out 
devils by Beelzebub, the prince of 
devils.” But that wasn’t what they 
thought. In their hearts they said, 
“I don’t care if He is the Son of 
God, yet I hate Him, I will not 
have Him.’ And Jesus knew their 
thoughts! He said the sin against 
ae Holy Ghost is the unpardonable 
sin, 


Simply Rejecting Christ is Not 
The Unpardonable Sin 


What then is the unpardonable 
sin? It is not murder, not adul- 
tery, not cursing, not ascribing the 
works of the Holy Spirit to Satan. 
And it is not simply rejecting 
Christ. If you turn down Christ, 
that is not the unpardonable sin. 
I suppose every saved person here 
first heard the gospel and turned 
it down many times. Rejecting 
Christ is not the unpardonable sin. 
Procrastination is not the unpar- 
donable sin. Neglecting salvation 
is not the unpardonable sin. Didn’t 
you neglect it, and yet God forgave 
you? What is the unpardonable 
sin, then? We will come to that 
clearly later on. I want you to 
know what the unpardonable sin 
IS NOT. Neglecting your salva- 
tion or rejecting Christ will cer- 
tainly send you to Hell if you keep 
it up, but that sin can be pardoned. 


Saved People Cannot Commit The 
Unpardonable Sin 


Who can commit the unpardon- 


able sin? First of all, John Rice | 


can’t. Because his sins are already 
pardoned and the deal is already 
closed. My sins are already for- 
given and are under the blood of 
Christ, and I cannot commit the 
unpardonable sin. After you are 
saved, and your sins are forgiven, 
they are blotted out by the blood 
of Christ so that from this time on 
God will not impute iniquity to you, 
and you are God’s’child and cannot 
commit the unpardonable sin. How 


can a@ saved man co it the un- 
pardonable sin? He cannot, A’ 
saved person cannot commit the | 
unpardonable sin. Please turn to 
John 5:24: 


"Verily, verily, | say unto you, 
He that heareth my word, and be- 
lieveth on him that sent me, hath 


everlasting life, and shall not come} 


into condemnation; but is passed 


from death unto life." 

He dicn’t say “shall have’ but 
said “hath”, H-A-T-H. He has it 
now. I am passed out of death. I 
am passed into life. I will not come 
into condemnation. That isn’t all, 
I will not even come into judgment 
for my soul. My sins are already 
pardoned. 


"Saved, saved, my sins are all 
pardoned, 

My guilt is all gone! 

Saved saved, 


I'm saved by the blood of the 


citucified One." 


A child of God, one bought by 
the blood of Christ, one who has 
been redeemed, been born again, 
one who is under the blood and 
whose sins are carried as far as 
the east is from the west, and 
whose sins are buried in the depths 
of the sea (and that six miles deep 
in some places) — I say any time 
one’s sins are covered and forgot- 
ten he cannot commit the unpar- 


no more forever.” More 
“Him that cometh to me 
I will in no wise cast out.” Saved 
people cannot commit the unpar- 
donable sin, 


That is important. And pres: 
makes it important is this, that the 
people troubled about it and who 
feel that maybe they have commit- 
ted the unpardonable sin are nearly 
always saved people. The people 
who are worried about it are the 
ones who have no need to be wor- 
ried about it. Saved people may 
lose their joy and happiness, and 
lose their testimony, but saved peo- 
ple need not grieve over this mat- 
ter and think perhaps they have 
committed the unpardonable sin. 
This much ought to settle that. If 
you came one time to Jesus Christ 
and put your soul in His care, 
Brother, it is safe, Thank God, it 
is safe. He takes your soul, and 
now it is on Jesus from now on 
and you are not going to take it 
out of His hands. He has it, and 
He will take care of it. Paul said 
about this thing, “I know whom I 
have believed, and am persuaded 
that he is able to keep that which 
I have committed unto him 
against that day.” I have turned 
the whole thing over to Jesus as 
far as my 
His promise that I 
do too, if you one time came to 
Him for salvation and forgiveness. 
You can’t save yourself to start 
with, and you can’t keep yourself 
since you are saved, That is in 
the hands of the dear Saviour if 
you turned it over to Him. If you 
haven’t, I beg you to do it, for you 


are in deadly danger .If you have |

been saved, then you cannot com- 
mit the unpardonable sin. A child 
of God has a more sensitive con- 
science than a child of the devil. 
A child of God knows he sins, feels 
the lack of communion, and some- 
times feels like he is lost because 
he fails to enjoy the Father’s fel- 
lowship. But he isn’t lost, he has 
just lost the assurance, the testi- 
mony, the communion, the fellow- 
ship. And he can have that back. 
doesn’t cast away His chil- 
dren. And a child of God cannot 
commit the unpardonable sin. 


Only Enlightened Sinners Commit 
Unpardonable Sin 


The unpardonable sin must be 
committed only by one greatly en- 
lightened, Jesus gives the case of 
the Pharisees. I think they must 
have committed the unpardonable 
sin that day. It was the Pharisees 
and Scribes, men learned in the 
doctrines, men who prayed, men 
who read the Bible, men who saw 
Jesus again and again work mir- 
acles and had heard His speech — 
and to these very men He gave the 
teaching of the unpardonable sin. 
That is the kind of people who 
commit the unpardonable sin. In 
the passage I read you in Hebrews 
the 6th chapter, we are taught that 
“It is impossible for those who 
were once enligtened” and so on, 
if they fall away to be renewed to 
repentance. Only those who have 
been enlightened can commit the 
unpardonable sin. 

Some people say, “Don’t you be- 
lieve that when a man is really 
convicted he will always be 
saved?” No, he will not. The Bible 
tells of many people who were real- 
ly convicted, but who were never 
saved. There is no possible doubt 
but that Pharaoh was convicted, 
and yet he died and went to Hell, 
and I think he committed the un- 
pardonable sin. Conviction is no 
proof of salvation. People may be 
convicted and yet never be con- 
verted. I can hardly imagine that 
Judas Iscariot was not convicted, 
and I know the Bible teaches he 
was not saved. One can be con- 
victed —- that one who commits the 
unpardonable sin must have been 
convicted and been greatly en- 
lightened at one timg. “It is im- 
possible for those who: were once 
enlightened” — toyed with the idea 
of being a Christian, weighed the 
thing closely—-you are the one 
likely to commit this unpardonable 
sin. It is not the child who has 
never heard before, not the hea- 
then who never knew about Christ, 
never heard the gospel, never heard 
sweet songs and testimonies of 
Christian people, or never read the 
Bible who commits this unpardon- 
able sin. No, no, it is you who have 
been enlightened and tasted the 
heavenly gift, had the Holy Spirit 
going along with you. As Jesus 
said to Paul as he went one day 
down toward Damascus, “It is hard 


for thee to kick against the pricks,” 


Oh, Sinner, isn’t it hard for you to 
kick against the pricks, to fight 
off the Holy Spirit who pricks your 
conscience as with an ox goad? The 
Holy Spirit must have brought be- 
fore Paul repeatedly the dying 
Stephen, martyred while the young 
Saul held the garments of the mur- 
derers. That may have been one 
of the things referred to when the 
Lord spoke from Heaven to Paul. 
Oh, yes, it is hard—all the time 
fighting off God and pushing away 
the Holy Spirit as He draws you 
again and again. Paul couldn’t get 
away from the dying face of 
Stephen as he held the coats of the 
men while they stoned Stephen. If 
you are enlightened and convicted, 
that is the kind of man who com- 
mits the unpardonable sin. Perhaps 
Paul had to be saved there on the 
road to Damascus or, pass forever 
out of any hope of ‘salvation. It 
was Heaven or Hell for Paul that 
day. It is likely that for somebody 
here today, and will be settled with 
somebody who will go out saved to- 
day or will be doomed forever. 

I say it is those who have been 
greatly enlightened, and who have 
tasted the heavenly gift, and had 
the Holy Spirit going along with 
you, and then tasted the good Word 
of God—gyou who say the Bible 
is true, the Bible must be God’s 
Word, it tells about the Saviour. 
It is you who commit the unpar- 
donable sin. 

Has John 3:16 fallen like sweet 
balm, like incense, like fresh heav- 
enly ointment on your troubled 


soul, and yet you haven’t taken 
Him? My friend, you are the one 
likely to commit the unpardonable 
sin. 


Unpardonable Sin More Likely in 


Revivals 


Unsaved man, greatly enlight- 
ened, notice another thing, in re- 
vival times men are more likely 
to commit the unpardonable sin. 
Here the Pharisees had just seen 
@ man come dumb and blind, and 
Jesus healed him “insomuch that 
the blind and dumb both spake and 
saw,” and all the people were 
amazed and said, “Surely this is 
the promised Son of David, this 
must surely be the Son of David 
that should come, our wonder- 
working King.” The Pharisees 
said, “No, He is casting out devils 
by the prince of ‘devils.” The time 
of revival, the time when God an- 
swers prayer, the time God chooses 
to show His power—that is the 
time men commit the unpardonable 
sin. Then men settle for Heaven or 
settle for Hell. Most people are 
saved in revivals, and doubtless, 
more people commit the unpardon- 
able sin in revivals, too. 

Take the case of Pharaoh. I 
think there is not a shadow of a 
doubt but that Pharaoh committed 
the unpardonable. sin . Pharaoh is 
a type of the Antichrist who one 
day will commit that same sin. 
You preachers, I would like to show 
you how Pharaoh is a type of the 
Antichrist, and certainly the Anti- 
christ himself will be unsaved and 
will reject Christ forever and have 
no hope of being saved. In these 
last days, the Bible shows there 
will be more people, far more, who 
commit this terrible sin than ever 
before. Everybody who takes the 
mark of the beast will commit this 
sin so that he cannot be saved. 
Revelation 14:11 says, 


"And the smoke of their torment 
ascendeth up forever and ever: 
and they have no rest day nor 
night, who worship the beast and 
his image, and whosoever receiveth 
the mark of his name.’ 


They have committed the unpar- 
donable sin. Multitudes, perhaps a 
great majority, of the population 
of the earth during the tribulation 
time, will then commit the unpar- 
donable sin and will be doomed be- 
fore they die, and will be con- 
demned forever before the breath 
leaves their bodies. These last days 
when the gospel is preached every- 
where, when the radio preaches the 
gospel, religious papers everywhere, 
religious papers and tracts are 
sown like the leaves of the autumn 
wind, booklets everywhere, gos- 


pels everywhere, Testaments every- | 


where, and Bibles everywhere, 
church spires on every corner, Bi- 
ble Schools and training schools 
everywhere —these are the days 
when men commit in larger num- 
bers than ever before the terrible 
unpardonable sin, which has no 
forgiveness in this world nor in the 
world to come. A terrible thing is 
this unpardonable sin. 


The Unpardonable Sin A Definite, 
Final Persistence of the Holy 


Spirit's Entreaty Which Drives 
Him Forever Away 


What is the unpardonable sin, 
the sin that saved people cannot 
commit, that ignorant people who 
have never heard the gospel cannot 
commit, that one never enlightened 
cannot commit? It is not cursing, 
not murder, not adultery, and not 
simply rejecting Christ. What is 
this unpardonable sin? 

It is the final rejection of the 
Holy Spirits plea so that when He 
comes to your heart you push away 
and push away and finally you turn 
against Him and drive Him away, 
and He never returns any more, 
and then you are doomed and you 
are damned. And men do commit 
that sin, multitudes of men do— 
how many I don’t know. I cannot 
tell about people’s hearts. I am not 
a judge of hearts, I cannot tell, 
but men do commit that terrible 
sin that settles for one that he will 
not be saved and cannot be saved. 


Who may commit it? It is not 
just rejecting Christ, It may be 
that as He pleads and pleads, it 
may be that finally you will turn 
and decide for once and all and 
forever against Him and God will 
cause His Holy Spirit to go away. 
If so, He will never come back. 
If He pleads with you today, then 
you might be saved, and I beg you 
to do it now, trust Christ today. 


Not Committed the Unpardonable 
Sin 

All right, how can I know wheth- 
er I have committed it? 

Many hear me today who do not 
Claim to be Christians. How can 
you know whether you have com- 
mitted this sin? I will tell you 
how you can know. One verse of 
Scripture will settle it if you will 
listen carefully now. 


“And the Spirit and the bride 
say, Come. And let him that hear- 
eth say, Come. And let him that 
is athirst come. And whosoever 
will, let him take the water of life 


freely.’ (Rev. 22:17). 

My friend, He said, “Whosoever 
will.” Now listen, if you will, then 
you can come. If there is in your 
heart a will to come, if in your 
heart there is a desire to be saved, 
if there is one who is thirsty today, 
you may be saved. If there is one 
who says, “I know I am a sinner, 
but I want salvation,” you can have 
it. Sometimes people say, “Oh, I 
am so troubled. I am afraid I have 
committed the unpardonable sin.” 
The fact that you wish you could 
be saved is proof that you can. 
Jesus said, “Him that cometh unto 
me, I will in no wise cast out.” 
It is not God that commits it, and 
it does not change the plan of God 
and the nature of God. It is the 
lost sinner that commits it and it 
changes the lost sinner. There is 
nothing you could do that would 
make it so God wouldn’t love you 
or still want you saved. God said, 
“Whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish but have everlasting 
life.” For those soldiers who drove 
the nails in the hands of the Say- 
iour, the soldier who thrust the 
spear in His side, and those who 
gambled for His garments and 
pressed the crown of thorns on His 
head — there was mercy for them. 
God is so good, and He so loves 
sinners, that your sins may be as 
scarlet but they shall be as white 
as snow if you will trust Christ. 


This Sin Changes the Heart of the 
Sinner, Does Not Change 


A Loving God 

My dear friend, the unpardon- 
able sin does not change God, and 
God does not get mad and say, 
“No, I will not save you.” I have 
heard preachers preach that after 
awhile if a sinner turns and begs 
for mercy, God will say, “No, go 
on to Hell, I am not going to do 
it.” They are wrong. Even if a 
man in Hell should beg for salva- 
tion, God would give it. No, no, 
God does not refuse the penitent. 
The Bible does not teach that about 
God.That is a slander on a good 
God that so loved the world that 
He gave His only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth in Him 
should not perish but have ever- 
lasting life.” Do you suppose that 
ever one sinner came to God, but 
because he was so mean God didn’t 
love him and didn’t want him 
saved? No! Or ever a child of His 
so backslidden that God would not 
gladly forgive the sin he con- 
fessed? No, my friend, the unpar- 
donable sin is a terrible sin, but it 
doesn’t change God, and doesn’t 
make it so God doesn’t love a sin- 
ner. Even when the rich man went 
to Hell, Abraham called him son, 
and said, “Son, remember..” He 
was gentle and tender, even talk- 
ing to the man in Hell. “As I live, 
saith the Lord, I have no pleas- 
ure in the death of the wicked. 
Turn ye, turn ye, for why will ye 
die, O house of Israel.” 

My friend, the unpardonable sin 
does not change God. If in your 
heart there is one thing that makes 
you want to turn to God, then 
come. He loves you still, and will 
save you. Come out of the hog-pen, 
and the Father will run to meet 
you and will forgive you and save 
you. God loves you! 

The terrible thing about the un- 
pardonable sin is that it makes a 
man so he does not want to be 
Saved, It makes his heart so cold 
that he will not come to God, He 
is not interested in the gospel, not 
interested in the salvation of his 
soul. The unpardonable sin chang- 
es the sinner himself. No sinner is 
so wicked that God does not want 
him saved, but if the Holy Spirit 
is ever offended, that man will not 
want to be saved. A man may so 
harden his heart and go on like 
Pharaoh hardening his own heart 
against God until after awhile God 
will give an occasion and press the 
matter until he commits the ter-

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The literal, bodily resurrection of 
Christ is the proof that He is the very 
Son of God. If Christ did not rise from 
the dead, then His death was the death of 
an ordinary man and could not save sin- 
ners. The resurrection of Christ is a part 
of the saving gospel. 

For this cause, in Romans 10:9, we 
are told that anyone who believes in the 
heart that God raised up Christ from the 
dead, may be saved by confessing Him 
with the mouth. A belief in the resurrec- 


tion of Christ is essential to saving faith, 


according to this Scripture. An ordinary 
man cannot save. The resurrected Son of 
God can! Praise the Lord, He is risen! 

The resurrection of Christ is essential 
to the salvation of sinners. But it is equal- 
ly essential to our preservation. Christ 
died for our sins, arose for our justifica- 
tion, and ever lives to make intercession 
for us! Christ died as the Lamb of God 
to take away the sins of the world, and 
now He lives as the High Priest who is 
our Advocate with the Father. 

Another blessed lesson is taught by 
the resurrection of Christ. His resurrec- 
tion proves that we may expect the bodies 
of our loved ones to come out of the grave, 
glorified, to live forever. “Christ the first 
fruits and afterward them that are 
Christ’s at His coming.” Christ is the first 
fruits of them that slept. The 15th chapter 
of I Corinthians uses the resurrection of 
Christ to prove that sin and death and 
the grave are conquered for the Christian. 
Since Christ came out of the grave, every 
bereaved soul may look into the grave 
where His loved one is laid, and cry tri- 
umphantly, “O Grave, where is thy vic- 
tory!” If Christ arose from the grave, 
then He is coming again, and in a mo- 
ment and in a twinkling of an eye, the dead 
in Christ shall rise first, and then we that 
are alive and remain shall be caught up 
together with them to meet the Lord in 
the air. 

Praise the Lord that Christ is risen 
from the dead! 

Easter is mentioned in the King 
James’ translation of the Bible only once, 
and that in Acts 12:4. Even there the 
word Easter should have been Passover 
as it is clearly in the original Greek. The 
modern Easter has many trappings that 
are unscriptural and irreligious. It is a 
sad thing that the minds of Christians 
should be cluttered with thoughts of 
Easter eggs, rabbits, baby chicks, new 
hats and flowers at Easter time when all 
of us might so easily rejoice in the won- 
derful truth that Christ is risen from the 
dead. 

Whether at Easter or all the year 


through, let Christians remember that we’ 


worship and trust a living Christ who 
came out of the grave the conqueror of 
death, who now lives to intercede for us 
at the right hand of God, and who one day 
will come again to open the graves of all 
His saved ones arid receive us to Himself.

Jesus healed one man born blind 
and later when He asked him, 
“Dost thou believe on the Son of 
God?” The penitent, believing man, 
already healed, answered, “Who is 
he, Lord, that I might believe on 
him?” Those that saw Him did 
not always realize that He was the 
Son of God, but the Holy Spirit 
is God’s last chance at a sinner’s 
heart. I beg you today, turn and 
be saved while you can. God loves 
you. He calls you. You can be 
saved. I beg you that you will to- 
day. Turn today and hear Him 
while the Holy Spirit calls you. 


All Sin Unpardonable After Death 


Another word. All sin one day 
will be unpardonable. I have told 
you of a sin of which there is no 
pardon in this life, and no pardon 
in the world to come. But maybe 
only ten minutes until you who are 
here today may not commit an- 
other sin. It may be only ten min- 
utes until you may be dead, and 
then all sin will be unpardonable. 
While there is a sin which has no 
forgiveness in this world nor in the 
next, every other sin, every black 
sin against God will have no for- 
giveness in the world to come. 

Sometimes men get down to pray 
and they say, “Give us a peaceful 
hour in which to die and save us 
in Heaven. For Jesus’ sake. Amen.” 
But Heaven is not where men get 
saved. They get it now, or they 
don’t get it. Preachers ought not 
to pray that kind of prayer. Any 
who do ought to be taught better. 
If you are not saved, say, “O Lord, 
save me now and here.” If you 
don’t get it now, you will not get 
it. Make sure today! There will 
come a time when all sin will be 
unpardonable and that may be just 
another breath or another hour, It 
may be that before you leave here 
today somebody will say, “Is there 
a doctor in the house?” and the 
ushers will have to carry somebody 
out. That has happened before. 
Turn today while you can! Trust 
God to give you eternal life. 

God sends preachers, and I am 
going to preach, but may I say 
this now, I preach with the full 
realization that I cannot save souls. 
I can’t come right to grips with the

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IS THE AGE OF 
MIRACLES PAST?

We have many times pointed out 
to sinners this wonderful promise 
of Jesus that “him that cometh 
to me I will in no wise cast out.” 
That means anybody who will come 
to Jesus. Then the same word, 
used similarly in Mark 9:23, must 
likewise be good for anybody. If 
John 6:37 is good for every sinner 
to come to Jesus on for salvation, 
then Mark 9:23 is good for every 
believer to stand on when he prays. 
Both promises are in the gospels, 
not in the church epistles of Paul, 
and both promises fell from the 
lips of Jesus Himself. 

And there is no need to argue 
that the “all things” of Mark 9:23 
can include even miracles. It in- 
cluded a miracle in the very case 
under discussion. And Jesus healed 
miraculously the poor devil-pos- 
sessed poy who had been a lunatic 
and dumb! “All things,” even mir- 
acles, are promised to “him that 
believeth,” The Saviour said. ~ 
Mark 11:23 Promises "Whatsoever 


to "Whosoever’ Has Enough Faith 

The promise of Jesus in Mark 
11:22, 23 is as clear as sunlight. 
Jesus had just worked the miracle 
of withering the fig tree by a 
curse, and then said to His dis- 
ciples: 

“And Jesus answering saith unto 
them, Have faith in God. 

23. “For verily | say unto you, 
That whosoever shall say unto this 
mountain, Be thou removed, and 
be thou cast into the sea; and 
shall not doubt in his heart, but 
shall believe that those things 
which he saith shall come to ‘pass; 
he shall have whatsoever he saith. 

24. “Therefore | say unto you, 
What things soever ye desire, when 
ye pray, believe that ye receive 
them, and ye shall have them.” 

This promise was spoken to the 
twelve, but was not addressed to 
them alone. It is addressed to 
“whosoever” (verse 23). The prom- 
ise follows the plain command, 
“Have faith in .” And that 
command of Christ is certainly ad- 
dressed to all men everywhere. 
If the disciples needed to be re- 
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buked for their unbelief, so do we} 
in this generation. Faith is as 
pleasing to God now as it ever was, 
and unbelief as hateful to Him now 
as in any age. It is still true 
that “without’ faith it is impossible 
to please him: for he that cometh 
to God must believe that he is, and 
that he is a rewarder of them that 
diligently seek him” (Heb. 11:6). 
We, as certainly as the apostles, 
are commanded to “lay aside every 
weight, and the sin which doth 
so easily beset us’ (the besetting 
sin is singular, unbelief). So the 
universal promise of Mark 11:22- 
24 is based on the universal com- 
mand, “Have faith in God” of 
Mark 11:22. Just as the apostles 
ought to have faith in God, so 
should all present-day Christians, 
and when Jesus said, “whosoever” 
He meant present-day Christians 
the same as others. 

This promise is a promise of mir- 
acles whenever God gives faith for | 
them, without doubting. Jesus men- 
tions the miracle of a mountain 
being cast into the sea and then 
makes the promise even more gen- 
eral to include anything else, 
“whatsoever he saith” or “what

human heart. All I can reach is a 
man’s ear . That is as far as I can 
go. All I can reach is that.'I can’t 
make it register on the brain. I 


can’t make it go into the heart. 


I can’t make it effect his will at 
all. But I preach the gospel, and 
God will hold you to account for 
the way you hear. I want you to 
listen to it, God will call you to 
judgment for every word you hear. 

But I am not the last resort in 
preaching the gospel. You have a 
wife who loves you and prays for 
you. You have a mother. If you 
had heard the sobs of mothers here 
in that prayer meeting begging 
God for their boys, surely you 

would have been stirred. But even 
a mother’s prayer and influence are 
not God’s last chance to reach the | 
sinner’s heart. 

No, the wife of your bosom, one 
who is part of your body, (“They 
two shall become one flesh,” the 
Bible says) that wife loves you, 
tarries, prays and cries that God 
may save you—you had better 
hear her pleading — you will have 
to give an account to God for ev- 
ery tear she sheds over you — but 
that is not God’s last call. This 
Word given by God, this wonder- 
ful Word of God....I preach it 
. « « » quoting what the Bible says, 
and that is far more important 
than anything I can I am but 
to expound it and teach it and try 
to burn it into your hearts. Yet 
the Bible is not God’s last resort. 
People may take the scissors and 
cut out part of the Bible, or spit 
on the Bible, burn it in the fire, 
and yet could later believe and be 
saved. The Word of God is not 
God’s last resort. It is not His last 
attempt to reach a soul. Listen, 
you can say what you want to 
about the Bible, and what you 
want to about Christ. You can turn 
down my preaching and go away 
a lost sinner, but still there may 
be hope for you to be saved. The 
Holy Spirit brings the Word of 
Christ, and to drive Him away is 
unpardonable. 

You may say, “But I don’t want 
Christ,” and maybe later you will 
be brought to change your mind 
and heart. Rejecting Christ is not 
the unpardonable sin. It will be if 
you reject Him too long —if you 
wait about it. But that itself is 
not the unpardonable sin. 


The Holy Spirit is God's Last 
Chance To Reach A Sinner 


The Holy Spirit is the last resort 
to reach the soul, therefore, the sin 
that closes every avenue of escape 
must be against that One. The 
Holy Spirit of God who in your 
heart today presses the matter of 
your soul, begs you to take Christ, 
proves He is the Son of God, shows 
you your need of him, reminds you 
of your sin, that Holy Spirit of God 
is God’s last chance. If you offend 
Him, and grieve Him, and drive 
Him away and resist Him, and if 
He leaves you, then you are gone, 
and God has no other way in Heav- 
en, earth or Hell by which He 
could save you! 

God does not have any way He 
can save a man who will not hear 
the tender pleading of the still 
small voice of the Holy Spirit. The 
Holy Spirit is God’s last resort to 
unlock the door of a man’s heart. 
If you feel the slightest compunc- 
tion of heart or conscience — if 
the Holy Spirit moves your heart 
through the preaching, or singing, 
Sinner ,you can be saved. If you 
have any impression to turn to 
God, I beg you to do it. Oh! Jesus 
Christ save men now! If I live un- 
til tonight and if Jesus doesn’t 
come, I plan to preach tonight one 
more sermon, and then I will be 
gone, and this revival closed. But 
God will not be gone. I know these 
preachers of various churches will 
preach the same gospel and God 
will bless it, I trust, in every serv- 
ice. I hope to hear of multitudes 
being blessed. But I will know 
somebody has had his last chance 
in this revival. Who, I do not 
know, 

A man walked out of this Bing- 
hamton Theater the other night 
after he fell in a faint under the 
power of God, he said to himself, 
“I believe if I go tonight lost, I will 
never get it settled. I will never be 
saved.” He came back to the plat- 
form and was saved. Brother 
Gregory came with him. 

In a revival meeting in east Dal- 
las a few years ago I remained 


after service to others and 
was about ready to go home. There 


came a man panting up the side 
walk. He told me, “I went home 
six blocks. Every step I took the 
Holy Spirit said, ‘You had better 
do it. Better do it now.’ I started 
to open the front door and the 
Holy Spirit said to me plainly, 
‘Don’t go in that door lost. This 
is your last chance. I turned and 
ran these six blocks back. I must 
settle it tonight.” Praise God he 
did it while the Holy Spirit called. 


If you feel any call of God in 
your heart, I beg you heed it. It 
does not matter whether you love 
or hate me; I want your love but 
that does not matter about your 
soul so much. But when the Holy 
Spirit of God comes to your heart 
and presses today I beg you hear 
Him and be saved today. Will you 
turn today? God is calling you! 


We have had over 300 people 
come to Christ and publicly claim 
Him. I feel certain there have been 
many hundreds on the outside. I 
wonder tonight, are you going to 
join the throng when Jesus comes 
and the skies split and rapture 
takes place?

I don’t think I will eat 
for awhile! Here’s one saved in 
the revival at this place, there an- 
other saved in another revival!

God knows my heart tonight. I 
have nothing that can save you 
except this: God loves you, Christ 
died for you, and He will save you 
if you will not resist the Holy Spir- 
it. Let Him just guide you to 
Christ tonight, take away your re- 
bellion and doubts and lead you to 
Jesus! You can be saved tonight, 
but if not, you are in danger of 
committing the unpardonable sin.
